Pennsylvania Republicans Join tho War 
for Silver's Remonetization. 


OPEN THE MINTS 10 ITS COINAGE 


Don Cameron’s Wing of the Party 
Make It Their Slogan. 


HEBER CLARKE TALKS FOR IT 


He Advocates This Country Playing a Lone 
Hand inthe Great International 
Game of Finance. 


Philadelphia, Pa., April 10.—(Special.)— 
The opening gun of a skillfully planned 
campaign to convert Pennsylvania republi- 
cans to the free coinage of silver, with 
Cameron as the standard-bearer of bimet- 
ailism, was fired last night in the senate 
chamber at Harrisburg by Charles Heber 
Clarke, the editor of The Manufacturer, 
ard secretary of the wealthy Manufact- 
urers’ CluD of this city. 

Among the listeners Congressmen Crow, 
Robinson and Brumm were conspicuous. 

Clarke’s address was in his usual forci- 
ble style. It was listened to with especial 
attention. He illustrated his speech by 
the use of a sort of chart containing fic- 
ures compiled from mint, census, treasury 
and other reports showing debt, wheat, 
cotton, gold and silver figures for a series 
of years, which he exhibited in sections 
as he proceeded with his speech. 

The burden of his argument was that 
by the demonetization of silver in 1873 the 
country had been deprived of one-half its 
purchasing medium, and to this cause he 
attributed 50-cent wheat, five-cent cotton 
and correspondingly low prices for every 
article of American productior. England, 
at whose behest the American congress 
had demonetized silver, according to Mr. 
Clarke's idea, was the author of all our 
financial and industrial woes, and. his de- 
nunciation of English selfishness could not 
have been exceeded in vehemence by Wat- 
terson in his warmest diatribes against the 
robber barons. 

Cameron’s agents are already scouring 
the state in his interest and the senators 
and assemblymen muy prepare to be de- 
luged with letters and telegrams from 
many of their constituents asking them 
to vote for free coinage resolutions. The 
closing sentences of Clarke’s speech were, 
in effect, an appeal to the legislature to 
make this declaraticn, and it is hardly 
probable that Cameron’s missionary efforts 
in the same line are an accidental coinci- 
dence, 

The Crime of °73. 

In explaining how silver came to be de- 
snonetized; Clarke said: “Why and how 
was silver demonetized? The purpose was 
to increase the debts of the people. This 
country, for example, is enormously in 
debt to England. England produces not 
wheat enough to feed her people, she grows 
no cotton for her mills, she has no silver 
mines. Would it not be a good thing for 
her to arrange that we should pay our 
great debt to her in wheat, cotton and 
silver at half or one-third price? Where 
greed is apparent it is not worth while, in 
such cases, to look for any other motive. 
Gold monometallism, like free trade, is a 
British invention—it is a device of the 
creditor for the injury of the debtor. Mo- 
nometallism as a device for oppressing 
creditors is not a novelty. Holland and 
Germany both demonetized gold, after the 
California gold deposits were discovered, 
because silver was more valuable. The 
East India Company forced India upon a 
silver basis for the same reason. 

“How was silver demonetized? ‘Silently,’ 
Says President Andrews, in his history 
of the United States. The American people 
never voted upon the question. The deed 
wes done in 1873 without the knowledge of 
many of the men who are alleged to have 
voted for it in congress.”’ 

The speaker here read extracts from 
The Congressicnal Record showing that 
men like the Jate Judge Kelley, Senators 
Allison, Beck, Ingalls, Thurman, Herford 
and Boggy and Representatives Holman 
Cannon; Burchard and cthers repudiated 
all knowleize cf the fact that silver was 
demonétized by the act of 1873, for which 
they voted. 

As Honest as the Gold Dollar. 

“The gold dollar thus set up as the 
standard dollar is continually alluded to 
as ‘honest money’—the implication being 
that the silver dollar is dishonest money. 
But is money honest that grows more 
Valuable day by day? Is it honest money 
that reccrds a debt of ten bushels of wheat 
and compels payment of twenty bushcls? 
Is it honest money that makes our na- 
tional debt grow larger, in terms of wheat 
o~ cotton, than it was originally after 
more than half the debt, in terms of dol- 
lars, has been paid? The only 
money is a stable money. As Right Hon. 
A. J. Balfour puts it, ‘Money should be a 
fair and permanent record of obligation 
over long periods of time. The money 
which does not change in vaiu¢, in its re- 
lation to commodities, and that alone, is 
Fonest money.’ 

“Melt down ten silver dollars, and the 
raw bullion will buy as much wheat or 
cotton or petroleum as it ever would. The 
relative values have not changed. Is not 
silver, indeed, really the honest ney?’ 

Of the future of the white metal, Mr. 
‘Clarke had this to say in closing his ad- 
dress: 

os question of the best and. safest 
means of obtaining the restoration of bi- 
metallism is one of great difficulty. The 
conditions are wholly new. There are no 
precedents. Never before since the world 
was made were men #9 foolish as to dis- 
card one of the precious metals. There- 
fore, any movement toward restoration 
must be in a degree attended with un- 
certainty. The man who positively de- 
clares that free coinage attempted by our- 
‘selves will produce hurtful consequences, 
has no better ground for the assertion 
. than the man who, with equal positiveness, 
+ declares that it will be perfectly safe. 

‘) “I should say that there is at least a 
- fair, reasonable possibility that we could 
perform the feat single-handed, but if the 
assistance of foreign nations be needed, 
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which will consent to act with us. How- 
ever, the choice lies between going back 
to bimetallism by cur own efforts or not 
going back at all, or if it lies between in- 
dependent action on our part and waiting 
long for foreign help, the opinion of the 
American people will probably be that we 
should act without foreign help. 
Fight It Oat. 

“We are disposed to believe that the 
perils which once menaced the rerublic, 
the perils that are past, are the greatest 
than cah menace it. But it is not so. The 
Struggle ‘or existence is perpetual with 
the nation as with the individual. The 
forces which tend to break down, disin- 
tegrate and destroy are as incessant in 
their activity as those that build up and 
maintain. Bach generation has its own 
herd problems to solve aid these prob- 
lems come to it in unlooked-for shapes, 
from unexpected quarters. The past gener- 
ation had to deal with siavery. That was 
hideous and formidable, but it was visible, 
tangible, cpenly aggressive and plainly an- 
tagonistic to the principles of our institu- 
tions. At the last, it came upon us in 
the full tumult of war. But the evil which 
assails us now is subtle, invisible, insidi- 
ovs, even mysterious. Men suffer and do 
not discern why. Like a hiddea disease, 
it assails the vitals and it will destroy us 
unless we conquer it. Shall we conquer it 
ourselves or suffer still more while we 
wait for help that may never come? 

“This is a question which you can help 
to answer, and I trast that you will be 
impelled to send to this nation some mes- 
Sage that the great commonwealth that 
has always been in the very front as the 
champion of American protection as 
against British free trade will still hold 
that place in the contest between British 
gold monometallism and that bimetallism 
which was introduced to our political sys- 
tem by the great men who set up the pil- 
lars of the republic.’’ 

‘ The debate between Charles Heber Clarke 
and Charles Emery Smith, the two famous 
republican orators, before the legislature 
at Harrisburg on the silver question, is 
likely to proe an enter wedge which may 
eventually divide that party. Smith spoke 
in the hall of the house of representatives 
tonight in reply. to the address delivered 
by Clarke last night, anda large crowd of 
both republican and democratic state lead- 
ers were present. The two speeches have 
been sent broadcast throughout the state 
and there will be a direct issue made on 
the restoration of the white metal in elect- 
ing delegates to the next republican presi- 
dential convention. 

Smith Mistakes the Case. 

Smith harangued the case fromthe same 
old familiar standpoint which the so-called 
ed “sound money’’ republicans have oc- 
cupied for years, and his more direct de- 
fense of the monometallists is incorporated 
in this selection from his two-hours’ speech: 

“The standard silver dollar is now worth 
about 50 cents. Free coinage means that 


‘the government shall receive all the silver 


which may be presented and upon every 
50 cents worth put the stamp of $1. As 
nobody, however, expects it to be coin- 
ed, it really means that the government 
Shall issue its note for one dollar in ex- 
change for 530 cents worth of bullion, and 
that this note which the favored bullien 
owner gets for 30 cents worth of this com- 
modity, shall be made a legal tender for 
one dollar in current circulation. Now, 
what would be the result? It would be the 
forced accumulation of a dollar’s worth— 
one-half of its face. It would be the de- 
basement of the unit of value and so the 
violent disturber of values. It would be the 
destruction of stability and soe the overe- 
throw of confidence, security and prosper- 
ity. 

“I know that the advocates of free coin- 
age claim that their measure would raise 
Silver to the standard of gold or, perhaps, 
they would prefer-to put it, reduce gold 
to the standard o€ silver—that in a word, 
it would re-establish parity. They point 
to the fact that silver or silver certificates 
already in circulation have been kept at 
par at the ratio of 16 to 1, notwithstanding 
a far different market ratio. This is true, 
because we have limited the coinage or 
purchase, because we have maintained the 
gold reserve, because we have pledged the 
whole credit and power of the government 
to sustain parity. But when we enter up- 
on unlimited coinage under present condi- 
tions, We embark upon a new and dangerous 
sea, The free silver champions contend 
that our silver policy has failed because 
we have not gone far enough, and they 
insist that free coinage would bridge the 
divergence and remove the disparity of the 
two metals. There is no other pretense 
upon which it can be defended for a single 
instant. If it does not establish the equiva- 
lence of gold and silver at the determined 
ratio, it is rank repudiation and dishonor. 
It is the willful adoption of a debased 
standard and the compulsory circulation of 
a depreciated dollar with its robbery of 
labor, its unsettlement of all values; its 
derangement of all finance and trade, and 
is incalculable wrong and dangers in every 
direction.”’ 

It may interest the southern friends of 
silver to learn that bimetallists are the 
people making the fight within the lines of 
the republican in  this_ state, and that 
the goldbugs have been put on the defen- 
sive. 


FREE COINAGE AT 16 TO 1. 


A Resolution Introduced in the Ten- 
nessee Legislature to That Effect. 


Nashville, Tenn., April 10.—(Special.)—The 
senate judiciary committee today reported 
a resolution citing that Senator M. R. But- 
ler had been assaulted by the superintend- 
ent of public instruction, Frank M. Smith, 
while Butler was performing the duties as- 
signed him by the senate. It was de- 
clared to be a breach of the privileges of 
the senate and the speaker of the senate 
was ordered to have Smith arrested and 
brought to tl bar of the senate to show 
cause why he should not be dealt with for 
the assault. The resolution was adopted, 
but by request“Senator Scales entered a 
motion to reconsider, stating, however, that 
he had voted for the resolution and would 
do so again. 

Mr. Stovall offered the following resolu- 
tion, which lies over: 

‘“‘Whereas, The financial distress now pre- 
vailing throughout the union at a time when 
there is no lack of industry or enterprise 
emphasizes the necessity for financial leg- 
islation at our nation’s capital; and, 

‘*‘Whereas, It is against the material in- 
terests of the people of Tennessee to per- 
petuate a financial policy that continues 
to depreciate property and appreciate 
money and promises to pay; therefore, be it 

‘Resolved, By the senate and house of 
representatives of the forty-ninth general 
assembly of the state of Tennessee that the 
congress of the United States of America 
be.and are hereby requested to enact such 
legislation as will provide for the free and 
unlimited conage of silver and gold at the 
ratio of 16 to 1.” : 

Mr. Ledgerwood’s bill to repeal the sep- 
ardte coach law was rejected. Mr. Can. 
ada’s bi. requiring freight trains to carry 
passengers and baggage was rejected. The 
house passed the bill taking the big demo- 
cratic county of Hardeman out of the tenth 
congressional district and putting it in the 
eighth, which went fepublican last time, 
and taking the republican county of Hardin 
out of the eighth and putting it in the sev- 
enth. A bill to abolish capital punishment 
for murder was rejécted.

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Right Conditions Named for China to 
Accept to Get Peace. 


SEVEN ARE ACCEDED T0 BY LI HUNG 


Independence of Corea and the Ces- 
sion of Formosa Exacted. 


AMOUNT OF THE INDEMNITY UNKNOWN- 


China Must Open Certain Rivers to Ont- 
side Commerce and Admit Foreiga 
Machinery Into the Country. 


Washington, April 10.—The cable an- 
nouncement thut seven of Japan’s eight 
conditions have been accepted by Peace 
Commissioner Li Hung Chang, is very 
gratifying to diplomats here, who have no 
longer any doubt that a peace proclama- 
tion will speedily result. As understood 
in Washington, the eight conditions were 
as fvullows: 

1. independence of Corea. 

2. Cegsion of Formosa. 

3. CeS8sion of Liau-Tong promontory, in- 
cluding Port Arthur. 

4. War indemnity. 

5. Admission of machinery into China and 
pernttssion to foreigners to establish facto- 
ries. 

§. Modification of the likin tax and an 
extension of the system of transit passes 
for imports. . 

7. Opening of certain Chinese rivers to 
commerce, including Yangtse-Kiang' to 
Chung King; Siang, from Hankow on the 
Yangtse to Siang-lTan-Kiang; Canton river 
to Ouchow, and Woosung and its canals 
as far as Suchow and Hang-Chow. 

8. Railway privileges and similar con- 
cessions to Japanese and foreign capi- 
talists. 

In addition te these conditions it is be- 
lieved that certain promises will be exacte- 
ed from China, the terms of which are to 
remain secret. The condition which it is 
thought has not yet been accepted by Li 
Hung is that numbered three in the above, 
providing for occupaticn of the portion 
of territory Known as Regents Sword and 
the citadei of Port Arthur. That this 
would be most strenvously opposed. by 
China has all along been undoubted and 
it has been predicted that it might prove a 
stumbling block of such dimeasions as to 
prevent peace, unless some compromise 
could be agreed upon as to the length of 
occupation, the Chinese being likely to 
insist that it should not be permanent, 
all other conditions except that of indeme- 
rity have been the subjects of diplomatic 
ecrsideration for many years and all 
treaty powers are as deeply interested in 
tnem as Japan has been. The United States 
has been particularly active in urging 
the abolition of the likin tax, which is 
not unlike the octroi of France, though 
less reasonable and less limited than the 
French system. 

The independence of Corea has always 
been a contention, and the United States 
has firmly maintained that Corea was to 
be treated as an independent nation, since 
her minister at Washington was recogniz- 
ed ten years ago. 

Great Indignation Felt. 

London, April 10.—A Central News Com- 
pany’s dispatch from Shanghai says the 
greatest indignation is felt there against 
the shippers of the cartridges which were 
seized on board the steamer Yiksang, for 
falsely declaring the character of the ves- 
sel’s cargo. It is regarded as disgraceful, 
too, thet the customs officials who exam- 
ined the cargo should have passed them, 
and from the fact that they. did so it is 
supposed that they are implicated in the 
affair. The owners of the vessel are held 
blameless. English vessels are being 
strictly searched, but German vessels are 
not. The Yiksang has been taken to Port 
Arthur. 

Li Hang Chang Well Again. 

London, April 10.—A dispatch from Si- 
monoseki says Li Hung Chang has com- 
pletely recovered from his injury and will 
personally resume negotiations with the 
Japanese plenipotentiaries today. 


NEWS FROM HONOLULU. 


A Special Session of the Legislature 
To Be Held Soon. 

Victoria, B. C., April 10.—The following 
Honolulu advices up to April 2d have been 
received here: 

Yesterday, by the advice of her physician, 
the ex-queen received permission to walk in 
any part of the ten-acre park around the 
executive building, after the close of office 
hours, at 4 p, m, She has heretofore been 
restricted to the use of the verandas ad- 
joining her apartments. It cannot be learn- 
ed that the executive contemplates any 
change in the place of her imprisonment. 
Of the political prisoners in the public. pris- 
on Gulick and Ashford, particularly the lat- 
ter, and in wreached health. Seward also is 
very poorly, Rickard and Marshall are at 
present on the sick list. All five are in the 
hospital ward, which is comfortable, There 
are about fifty in all of the political con- 
victs in this prison. Last Sunday over three 
hundred of their friends visited them, It is 
considered necessary hereafter to restrict 
the frequency of visits. Many natives have 
inquired of the government whether they 
would be allowed to form annexation clubs 
without taking the oath of allegiance to 
the republic. They have been informed 
that there was entire liberty in such mat- 
ters, but that there would be no treating 
on the subject with the United States ex- 
cept through this government. 

It has been determined to convene a spe- 
cial session of the legislature within a few 
weeks. A leading item of business will be 
to authorize the sale of the crown lands. 
A law for this purpose has been carefully 
prepared by President Dole with the es- 
pecial view of meeting the wants of small 
farmers. The law will open up large plan- 
tations of coffee and other lands to set- 
tlers. 


PEACE RESTORED. 


The Colombian Government Subdues. 
Its Rebellious Subjects. 
Washington, April 10.—Official cable ad- 
vices from the Colombian government to- 
day announce the complete subjection of 


the rebellion and the restoration of a nore 


mal condition of peace in all the depart. 
ments of the confederation. Sporadic 
cases of guerilla attacks in the mountain- 
ous districts are still to be expected and 
statements of these may reach the coast 
in a highly exaggerated condition, leading 
to reports of engagements, or even battles, 
but the telegraph lines are again in 
operation and commerce and business have 
been resumed throughout the country.

The Government Thtows Its Support 
to Him To Succeed Peel. 


London, April 10.—The house of commons 
met at noon today and proceeded at once 
to the election of @ Speaker to succeed 
Right Honorable’ Arthur Wellesley Peel. 
resigned. Mr. Samuel Whittbreak pro- 
posed the name of William Court Gully 
to be elected, whose. nomination was 
seconded by Mr. Augustine Birrell. Secre- 
tary John Mowbray hominated and Mr. 
Lloyd Wharton seconded the nomination 
of Sir Matthew White Ridley, conserva-

tive. ‘Mr. Gully was elécted by a vote of 
235 to 274 for Sir Matthew Ridley.

Sir William Harcourt and Mr. Balfour 
Pongratulpted Mr. Gully on behalf of 
their respective parties and the house ad- 
journed. 

The adjournment was until April 224d. 
the interim being the Easter recess. 

Mr. Gully is the grandson of a pugilist, 
who sixty years or more ago had quite a 
reputation as a successful prize fighter in 
England. Upon retiring from the ring Mr. 
Gully was elected to a Beet in.the house. 

His son was a success?é? lawyer and the 
grandson is a man of fine attainments. He 
stands high at the bar and occupies a good 
position in England, despite anything the 
opposition may say in the heat of debate, 
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NO OUTRAGES IN ARMENIA, 
A Spanish Traveler Says the Stories 
Were Very Much Exaggerated. 

Manchester, April 10.—The Guardian says 
that a number of conservative members 
of the house of commons met in London 
on ‘Monday to hear a statement from 
Senor Ximenez, the Spanish traveler who 
has recently been making a tour of Ar- 
menia. Senor Ximenez ‘denied the exis- 
tence in Armenia of anything like the 
outrages which are reported 
to have been committed. All of the Turk- 
ish soldiers engaged in the suppression ol 
the revolt were regufars. They massacred 
men where they met them in armed re- 
sistance, but did not at any time attack 
women and children. The total number of 
Armenians killed, he said, was less than 
300. 
Commoner Hommerel, who has just re- 
turned from Constantinople,: was present. 
He denounced the stories of atrocities in 
Armenia as unfounded and denounced the 
Turkish agent of a prominent London daily 
paper as having acted in bad faith in the 
matter of sending information™ to his 
paper.

Officers Think Mrs. Mack Knows More 


Than She Has Told. 

Hamilton, Ont., April 10.—The foMowing 
particulars have been ascertained regard- 
ing the Canadian Novelty Supply Com- 
pany, charged with counterfeiting stamps:

Fish, a painter, of No. 22 King 
William street. Morrison installed in the 
office as his secretary a woman named 
Mrs. A. T. Mack, recently of East Twenty- 
third street, New York. The woman was 
given instructions and then Morrison de- 
parted, ostensibly for the purpose of open- 
ing an office Ti Toronto. Following out 
Morrison’s instructions, Mrs. Mack wrote 
out an advertisement which was inserted 
in Printers’ Ink, 10 Spruce street, New York 
city, offering to sell $115 worth of two-cent 
stamps for $100, as the seller had no use 
for them. The advertisement was identica) 
with one which appeared in The Chicago 
Tribune, and both advertisements brought 
numerous replies from woud-be purchasers, 
United States“stamps were found in a pig- 
eon ‘hole of the desk. Mrs. Mack said she 
did not know if they were genuine. The 
woman was not very communicative and 
the American officers became convinced 
that she knew moré about Morrison’s 
Swindling operations and his whereabouts 
than she was willing to acknowledge. 

At midnight Mrs. Mack Was arrested and 
locked up.

CAMPOS EXPECTED TO ARRIVE 


Sym pathisers with the Revolutionists Hold 
a Meeting in Tampa and Resolve 
That the Island Must Be Free. 


Havana, April 10, via Key West, Fla.— 
Brigadier General Jose Jimerrez Moreno, 
chief of the governor general’s staff, sailed 
today on the Villaverde to receive Martinez 
Campos, who is expected to arrive by the 
15th, Campos will land at Guantanamo 
or Santiago, and by royal decree becomes 
governor general the moment he sets foot 
on land, avoiding the delay attendant upon 
observing the customary form of taking 
the oath of office here. 

Governor General Calleja will retire from 
office upon notice of the landing of Cam- 
pos and will sail home on the 20th instant. 
General Campos is expected to push ac- 
tive operations against the insurgents in 
the province of Santiago de Cuba, which 
is the only section where insurgents are 
known to be in any numbers, Latest ad- 
vices placc the number at 3,000, divided in- 
to bands of 200 men each. General Bar- 
tolo Maso is in command. The other lead- 
ers are Adjutant General Cespedes, chief 
field officer; Colonel Estaban Tamayo, 
Captains Rabi Perez Estrada, Bello Guer- 
ra, Levis, Capote Suarez Papas, Vega, 
Gonzales Aramburo and Brea, 

The insurgents announce that a syndi- 
ate has been formed in the United States 
to furnish money for the revolution, reim- 
bursements guaranteed from customs re.

Wealthy and influential Cubans here give 
no aid to the insurgents and declare the 
uprising a mistake.

General La Chambre, in command of the 
government forces in Santiago province, 
reports roving bands in the mountainous 
section, but no massing of insurgents and 
no rising in other provinces. All are 
under martial law. Troops are stationed 
at all towns. Monday a band of forty-eight 
mounted insurgents invaded Puerto Prince 
province and were attacked by govern. 
ment forces and defeated. One leader, 
Panchin Verona, was killed, another mor- 
tally wounded and taken prisoner, and a 
woman and child in a hut killed by stray 
balls. Three of the party who landed 
near Baracoa with Maceo, after killing 
the captain of the schooner Honora, were 
captured Monday. The others fled to the 
mountains. The members of the party 
arrested Sunday in a supposed attempt on 
Jaruco barracks were released today, ex- 
cept Pedro Lopez Gil and Francisco Paz. 
The others arrested at Puerto Principe 
April 5th, were also released, including 
Marquis Santa Lucia, 

The Insurgents Gaining Ground.

VOLUNTEERS FOR CUBA. 


An Insurgent Agent in Selma Collect- 
ing Funds for the War. 

Selma, Ala., April 10.—(Special.)}—For a 
day or two past a mysterious looking in- 
dividual has been in Selma and vicinity. 

He was very quiet and reserved, rarely 
speaking to any individual. His Englisa 
was rather broken and on this account 
he did not care to make an exhibition of 
Limself. He took a room at a private 
boarding house and had his meals sent 
to his room. 

The name of this individual was Don 
Alvires Gomo and to The Constitution’s 
correspondent today he admitted that he 
was going through tthe country stirring up 
the Cubans wherever he could find them 
and getting those who could possibly do 
so to enlist, and where they could not do 
that, to contribute funds for the inde- 
pendence of Cuba. Gomo said that there 
were thousands of Cubans spread through- 
out the United States in the cigar business 
and that they all made good wages and 
that every one of them would contribute 
liberally toward the support or the revo- 
lutionists. He said that the salughter 
among the Spaniards who came over from 
Spain to suppress the revolution would 
be fearful, as they were not acclimated, 
and that yellow fever and other diseases 
would kill them off by the thousand. He 
says the insurgents propose to keep in 
sn‘all bands in the mounteins, strike a 
blow and get back out of harm’s way 
whenever the opportunity presents itself. 


SENATOR PALMER WILL FIGHT. 


Proposal To Commit Illinois Demo- 

crats to Silwer Does Not Suit Him. 

Springfield, Ill., April 10.—Senator John 
M. Palmer has declared his intention of 
fighting the proposed scheme of commit- 
ting the Illinois democracy to free silver. 
In an interview today he declared that he 
was in the fight to stay and did not propose 
to be beaten. This statement was brought 
out by the question whether he had read 
the recent interview with prominent dem- 
ocrats as to his position on the question. 
To this he replied that he had, and that to 
the personal assaults of Messrs. Heinrich- 
sen and Merritt he had no answer to 
make. The iftérviews thémsetves, he said, 
proved that the call for ua state convention 
was a part of a carefully concerted scheme 
to commit the party to free coinage. 


INCOME TAX LITIGATION. 


Allen Seeks To Prevent a 
Payment of the Tax. 

New York, Aprit 10.—Charles Allen has 
begun a suit in the circuit court of the 
United States for the southern district of 
New York against President Stuyvesant 
Fish and the directors of the Illinois Cen- 
tral Railroad Company to prevent them 
from paying to the government the income 
tax of 2 per cent on the earnings of the 
company for the year ended December 3l, 
1894. 

Allen says in his complaint that he is a 
resident of Greenfield, Mass., and that he 
is the holder of five shares of the capital 
stock of the company. He contends that 
the income tax is unconstitutional, because 
it is a direct tax, but if it should be held 
that it is not a direct tax then Allen main- 
tains that the tax fs uncollectible for the 
reason that it is not uniform, many of the 
stockholders of the Illinois Central having 
incomes of less than $4,000, including the 
dividends from these holdings of the stock. 

Allen says that the tax is not uniform, 
furthermore, from the fact that it is im- 

ééed upon only about 1 per cent of the 
population of the United States, namely, 
those who have incomes in excess of $4,000 
a year derived from personal property, 
while the remainihg 99 per cent of the pop- 
ulation are exempted from the payment of 
the tax, although they hold the greater 
part of all personal property in the United 
States. Likewise mutual insurance compa- 
nies having assets of $1,200,000,000 are ex- 
empted, while companies organized on the 
stock plan with,assets of $278,000,000 are 
made to pay the tax. Building and loan 
associations are also relieved from the tax, 

Joseph H. Choate and Clarence A. Sew- 
ard, who have appeared in previous cases 
against the income tax law, are counsel for 
Allen. 


THE INCOME TAX PUZZLE. 


Commissioner Miller Is Hard at Work 
Trying to Solve It. 

Washington, April 10.—The treasury offi- 
cials in the absence of the full text of the 
supreme court decision in the income law, 
are still groping in the dark as to its exact 
meaning, and have, therefore, been unable 
to send out supplemental instructions to 
collectors as to how the act, that still re- 
mains shall be carried out, Collectors will 
have to be guided until they receive offi- 
cial instructions by their own best judg- 
ment, .Many telegraphic inquiries, both 
from internal revenue officials and private 
parties, are being received at the treasury, 
and are being answered as well as they 
can be with-existing light, It is admitted 
on all hands, as the matter is more closely 
studied, that much confusion must necessa- 
rily arise from the elimination of rental re- 
ceipts from the returns, as this exception 
will affect cognate questions, Commission- 
er Miller is devoting his entite time to 
straightening out the tangle and hopes to

Chicago’s Packers Declare They Are Not 
Working the Market. 


CATTLE ARE SCARCE THEY SAY 


Receipts Are 300.000 Head BSehind 
Last Year’s Record, 


BEEVES ARE ADVANCING IN PRICE 


The Failure of the Corn Crop Is the Cause 
of the Large Decrease in the 
Shipments of Cattle 


Chicago, April 10.—The story telegraphed 
from New York to a morning paper that 
the recent advance in beef was not justi- 
fied, and that the big Chicago packers were 
making an effort to control the meat mar- 
ket of the country and advance prices to 
consumers, is emphatically deuied by Nel- 
son Morris, George F. Swift, Armour & 
Company and other packers. 

‘‘The advance in the price of dressed beef,” 
said Nelson Morris this morning,“‘is the nat- 
ural result of the scarcity of cattle, Already 
this year the receipts of cattle at the four 
principal points—Chicago, St. Louis, Oma- 
ha and Kansas City—are 300,000 head behind 
last year’s record. Last week the receipts 
were 29,000 head short, which is equal to 
18,000,000 pounds of dressed beef. We are 
16,000 head short already this week. The 
price of livestock is now $2 per hundred 
pounds higher than it was last year, and I 
expect to see prices go still higher.’ 

Mr, Swift also denied that there was & 
combine among the packers, and said the 
cattle market was 30 per cent higher now 
than it was last year, which fact is ad- 
vancing the price of beef to consumers. 

Manager Favorite, of Philip D, Armour 
& Co,, said the statement that a pool 
had been formed by the big western pack- 
ers to advance the price of beef was absurd, 
“It is scarcely worth denying,’’ said he, 
“The only causes for the high price of 
beef are the scarcity of cattle and the fail- 
ure of the corn crop. The latter is, of 
course, the cause of the former, We are not 
working for the interest of other packers~ 
that is certain, Besides it would be impos- 
sible to form a pool of the kind alleged, if 
desired, so great is the diversity of interests 
among the western packers. Last Satur- 
day’s receipts were the lowest I have ever 
known them—only five hundred head. I do 
not know anything about other markets, 
but one has only to use his eyes to see how 
things are going here.” 


WHISKY TRUST DIRECTORY, " 


The Cincinnati Representatives on 
The Board Resign. 

Chicago, Ill., April 10.—Forestalling the 
cyclone which fs in store for the Whisky 
trust directorate at the annual election, 
three of the board today resigned. The re-

G. Ober & Sons and the First Nationa! 
bank of Baltimore, and L. F. Garrard, of 
Columbus, and Hill, Harris & Birch, of 
Macon, as attorneys for the Y.ackawanna 
Iron and Coal Company, have filed ,a 
tition in Bibb superior court for the sale 
of the property and assets of the Macon 
Construction Company. The petitioners 
are judgment creditors of the construction 
eompany in the following amounts: 

Ober & Sons, $75,000 principal, interest 
$13,902.25; National bank, $75,000 principal, 
interest $14,241.74; Lackawanna Iron and 
Coal Company, three payments, aggregat- 
ing $450,189.89 principal, $87,474.17 interest. 

Attached to the petition is a schedule 
of the property and assets of the con- 
struction company, consisting of lands 
and lots along the line of the Georgia 
Southern and Florida railroad, 4,275 shares 
of stock of the Gecrgia Southern railroad, 
1,455 shares of Macon and Birmingham 
railroad, two shares construction stock par 
value $10,000 per share, 100 shares Thurman 
Car Coupling Company, $2,000 worth of 
stock Gould Car Covpling Company. 

The Macon Construction Company is the 
ecncern that built the Georgia Southern 
railroad. It is said that it will oppose 
ccnfirmation of the sale of the Georgia 
Southern road at $3,000,000. The road would 
have to bring $6,000,000 for the stockholders 
of the construction company to realize any- 
thing and this price is not possible. 

Hall & Hammond, as attorneys for 
Christian DeYines, chairman of the bond- 
holders’ ccmmittee, have also filed a peti- 
tion asking for a postponement of the 
sale of the Macon and Birmingham rail- 
road from May 7th to November ist. The 
petition says that other interests as com- 
pared with these of the petition are very 
small except the claim of.the receiver of 
the United States Rolling Stock Company. 
Judge Griggs will be here gn Tuesday, 
April 16th, to hear both of the above peti- 
tions, as Judge Hardeman is disqualified.

Tifton, Ga., April 10.—(Special.)—Profes- 
sor B. E. Fernow, chief of the forestry 
department, is here for the purpose of 
conducting a series of experiments regard- 
ing the saying of the pine forests of Geor- 
gia from the ravages of the naval store 
operator. The pine forests are rapidly be- 
ing depleted, and it has long been under 
advisement with this department to devise 
some scheme by which the nine trees cculd 
be saved from utter extermination. 

The French have a method by which 
pine trees furnish turpeniine and resin 
for hundreds of years. Ours are worked 
out and rendered worthless, except for 
sawmill purposes, in a very few years. By 
the French system pina forests are handed 
down from sire to son for an indefinite 
period and are an unfailing seurce of reve- 
nue. While the receipts do not equal those 
in this .ountry worked for the same length 
of time, they seem to be everlasting. 

Professor Fernow is here in the first 
place to determine which side, north or 
south, of the pine tree will flow the mast 
sap. Next he is to determine whether 
trees can be bored and the sap caught in 
tubes. Third, can virgin resin be manu- 
factured indefinitely, which, under the 
present system, only lasts the first year 
with the boxes of present make. Profes- 
sor Fernow has all the paraphernalia to 
make all experiments.

OR HAWTHORNE IN THE PULPIT 


He Compares odliniene and Ingersoll. 


Ex-Governor William J. North- 
, en Addresses the Body. 


Waycross, Ga,, April 10.—(Special,)—The 
convention was opened this morning at 
8:30 o’clock by the president, who read the 
forty-sixth Psalm, “Am I a Soldier of the 
Cross?’ was sung by the convention and 
Rev, -‘W. J. Mattox offered the morning 
prayer, The secretary read the minutes of 
yesterday’s session, and they were adopted. 

President Kilpatrick stated that Dr. Good- 
win of Savannah was unabie to attend. 
The matter of missions, on which a resolu- 
tion was adopted after much discussion 
yesterday afternoon, was referred to again 
this morning. Some of those who voted 
for Dr. Gambrell’s resolution stated this 
morning that they did not exactly under- 
stand the meaning of a part of the resolu- 
tion. and a lively discussion followed. The 
substance of the resolution is that the cir- 
cumstances affecting the home and foreign

mission boards be referred to the state mis- 
sion board for an equitable settlement. The 
resolution, it appeared, included a provision 
that the state mission board should act in 
the matter under instructions from the con- 
vention. The word ‘“‘equitable”’ in the reso- 
lution caused much discussiqg, as it reflect- 
ed upon the existing state of affairs con- 
nected with the home and foreign mission 
boards. 

It appears that the home and foreign mis- 
sion fundg are now collected in the state by 
the state mission board, and that these 
boards are required to pay to the state 
board one-third of the expenses of collect- 
ing, It was argued that the state board 
should bear the expenses of collecting the 
funds for the home and foreign missions 
boards, The previous question was called 
for and the motion. with an amendment 
which referred the matter to the state 
board for settlement, was adopted. 

Dr. Gambrell in the Chair. 

Dr. Gambrell, the vice president, was then 
called to the chair by the president and the 
president handed him the gavel, The com- 
mittee on education was heard from in an 
exhaustive educational report, read by Dr. 
Wynne. The report referred to the efticient 
work of Mercer university and other’ insti- 
tutions of learning under the care of the 
convention. tev. Mr. Wynne gave many 
interesting statistics which he said had 
been furnished him by ex-Governor North- 
en. The report was adopted. Dr. J. D. 
Chapman offered a resolution providing for 
a fund for Mercer university to be raised 
annually by the association. It was adopt- 
ed. At 11 o’clock Rev. W. H. Scruggs an- 
nounced the hymn, “All Hail the Power of 
Jesus’ Name,” and after the singing a 
prayer was offered. 

Then Rev. Dr. Hawthorne, the preacher 
of the heur, read a lesson from the Bible 
and announced another hymn. The audi- 
torium was thronged before this service be- 
gan and many persons were unable to ob- 
tain seats, Dr. Hawthorne's text was: “‘] 
am the light of the world. Ye are the light 
of the world.” The first part of the text 
is a part of the fifth verse in the eighth 
chapter of St. John. The doctor made a 
plain, comprehensive discourse. . Among 
other things in his sermon Dr. Hawthorne 
said: “‘The religious economy of the Jews 
was symbolic from beginning to end. every

conception of things supernatural and di- 
vine was shown by something material 
and visible. Everything included in the 
furniture and equipment of the synagogue 
and temple was symbolic.

“Jesus spoke the words of our first text 
while he was standing in what was known 
as the hall of the temple, Here were the 
chests into which the people dropped their 
money for the support of their public wor- 
ship, In the center of this hall stood two 
enormous candlesticks with many massive 
and elaborately ornamented branches.

I find it no easy 
task to be as patient as I ought to be with 
the shallowness and blindness of men who 
think and speak of Jesus Christ as only a 
great pedagogue, making men better by sim- 
ply making them wiser. This view of Him 
is not only a denial of His real character 
and mission, but it is fatal to the spiritual

The convention owas addressed this 
afternoon on the subject of foreign mis- 
sions by Mr. Willingham, corresponding 
secretary of foreign missions, and several 
others, including a returned missionary 
from Japan. The ladies’ missionary meet- 
ings have been unusually interesting. The 
reports from the different societies in the 
State are most encouraging. Tonight the 
convention considered the movement of 
Young People’s Union Societies in the 
state to join the societies in the other 
southern states in forming a southern 
convention of the Young People’s Union.

Mr. Knox,-: of Tennessee, who is directly 
interested in the work of the Young 
People’s Union, urged the convention to 
encourage the movement. The convention 
is rushing its business and it wil adjourn 
tomorrow afternoon. The various come 
mittees will submit their reports tomorrow 
and in the rush to adjourn they will be 
adopted without much discussion.

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The Full Moon in April. 


Tuesday we had the first full moon in 
April and with it a disagreeable spell 
of weather. 

A great many people are inclined to 
laugh at some of the popular beliefs of 
those who bave had much to do with 
wind and weather. Many of the old 
sayings are regarded as the result of 
superstition, but the older we grow the 
more inclined we are to believe that the 
investigations of science have fallen 
short in many ways and in various di- 
rections. 

Some of the beliefs that are regarded 
as superstitions—as, for instance, that 
crops which fruit below the = ground 
should be planted in,the dark of the 
moon, while those which fruit above 
should be planted in the light of the 
moon, are simply the result of hundreds 
of years of observation and experience. 

So with the belief that the first full 
moon in April is always accompanied 
by a cold snap, or by some unfavorable 
change in the weather. Observation and 
experience have not gone wrong in this 
matter. For some reason or otherathere 
is almost invariably a cold snap or a 
disagreeable “spell” of weather. Some- 
times the cold is fatal to vegetables. In 
the northwest Tuesday there was a 
pnow blockade, and throughout the 
country there was a disagreeable fall in 
the temperature. 

Some of these odd-come-shorts—to bor- 
row a phrase from the past—science will 
discover the link that binds the deep 
sea and the fluid ether to her highness, 
the moon; but just at present science 
is wearing a blind bridle along with 
the rest of its harness, and is not even 
in a position to set up a theory. Conse- 
quently it is inclined to regard as a 
gloomy superstition the suggestion that 
the first full moon in April brings a 
serious fall in temperature or some other 
disagreeable development. 

We think that science, in making a 
classification of superstitions, would do 
well to confine itself to those that have 
to do with witchery and omens, such 
as—“the cry of the screech owl is the 
sign of death,” and others of that class. 

And science will have to be very par- 
ticular even with these things, for we 
have known a broom set on end and 
‘named” to cause a cook to leave the 
premises within twenty-four hours. 
Moreover, it is pretty well settled that 
hair cut from the middle of a dog’s left 
fore-foot and buried under the front 
steps will bind him to the place as long 
as the hair remains voder ground. 

Meanwhile, we had Tuesday the full 
moon in April, and with it a very dis- 
agreeable day, so far as the weather 
was concerned. If science proposes to 
keep up with these phenomena it will 
have to put on its overcoat and get 
away from its writing desk. 

The Doom of the Smail Town. 

In the March Forum, under the above 
title, Mr. Henry J. Fletcher has an arti- 
cle of more than passing interest. 

The writer maintains that while our 
cities are growing in wealth and popula- 
tion the small towns are decaying, and 
losing business and inhabitants. Figures 
are given which show that in Ohio, In- 
diana, Illinois, Iowa and Michigan, from 
1880 to 1890, ont of a total of 6,281 
townships 144 were stationary in popu- 
lation, 2,003 gained in population 
The rail- 
roads running through these communi- 
ties do not aid in their development, but 
build up the large cities at the expense 
of the small towns. This shrinkage is 
seen on both sides of the Mississippi, 
along the railroads from Detroit to Des 
Moines, and the same conditions prevail 
throughout the eastern states, and 
especially in New England. The cities 
everywhere are growing larger and ab- 
sorbing the wealth and energy of the 
country towns. This has been gding on 
for the past twenty-five years to the 


Pletcher contends that it is chiefly due 
to adverse railroad rates, but it would 


undertake to return rejected | 


impoverishment of the industrial and 
intellectual life of the country towns. 
The Boston Herald takes this view of 
the situation: 3 

It is not a pleasant thought that the small 
towns are doomed, and whatever may be 
against them today as social and economic 
forces will not be accepted by the Ameri- 
can people-as a permanent impression. We 
refuse to harbor the thought that where 
once there existed a sturdy yeomanry, there 
is to be in tne future an unenlightened 
peasantry, but the way to restore the yeo- 
manry to the soil and to give the country 
towns prosperity is to make agriculture a 
more brainy occupation, and to cultivate 
those trades which are in the nature of 
permanent institutions. The ambition of 
every country boy is to remove to the city, 
where in most cases, his only chance of 
advancement is by the mastery of some 
kind of industrial life. It is only by the 
manifestation of talents which, if they 
were explotted in the country, would bring 
adequate returns, that the young man in 
the city can raise his head above the mass, 
and the ability of young men and young 
women in country towns to make the most 
of what may seem scant opportunities is 
to be one of the chief agencies in restoring 
these places to that position of intelligence 
and well directed activity which were once 
their crowning glory. This is a difficult 
task to perform: It is not the popular idea 
of success, but in the sewest as well as in 
the east contentment to make the best of 
one’s local opportunities is one of the chief 
forces by which our American life is to have 
its former vigor restored and its independ- 
ence reassured. 

If there is a change for the better it 
will come through the proper utiliza- 
tion of our local opportunities, as The 
Herald suggests. Tor instance, when 
the average Georgian makes up his mind 
that bis state, bis county, his village 
or his farm suit. him better than any 
other locality, and that it is best for 
him to stay»*where he is and put in his 
best work, he at once becomes an active 
factor in the building up of tbe rural 
community in which he lives. We need 
a change in our governmental policy to- 
ward the farming districts. Everything 
that is possible under our constitution 
should be done to make life more at- 
tractive out in the country. We should 
lighten the taxes of the farmers, and 
provide them with free mail delivery 
and more and better highways. Some- 
thing should be done to promote the 
building of electric railways connecting 
country villages with city markets, and 
there should be a cheap country tele- 
phonegsystem. Then the village farming 
idea should be developed in the south 
and west, so that our farmers will be 
better provided with the comforts and 
conveniences of urban life, and enjoy 
the social and other advantages which 
cannot be had when they have their 
residences miles away from their neigh- 
bors. 

The federal and state governments 
will act wisely in taking care of the 
rural towns and districts; the big cities 
will take care of themselves. 


A Senatorial Scamp. 

Chairman Henrichsen, of the demo- 
cratic state central committee of Iili- 
nois, shows up Senator Palmer in a 
way that ought to be a warning to all 
public men who haye let the patronage 
hamestrings choke their consciences 
into a state of inactivity. 

We print what the chairman says in 
another column and commend it to the 
attention of our readers. It appears 
that Palmer has not only betrayed the 
national party, but has turned traitor to 
the very men who elected. him senator. 
A more striking example of political 
dishonesty was bever put on exhibition. 
The old scamp ought to be drummed 


out of the party without any prelimi- 


naries. 

In 1891 4 resolution was introduced 
in the Illinois house of representatives 
instructing the United States senators 
to vote for the free coinage of silver. 
Palmer was present when the resolu- 
tion was drawn and he approved its in- 
troduction. Moreover it received the 
vote of every -democrat in the lhouse— 
the men who elected Palmer to his 
present position. 

We doubt if a more hideous speciacle 
of political dishonesty was ever seen 
than that presented in this chapter of 
political treachery.

Why Not an Extra Session’? 

The decision af the supreme court de- 
claring a part of the income tax law 
unconstitutional and failing to make a 
declaration in regard to the rest of the 
law leaves the act as foggy as the de- 
cision. In the nature of things the 
agreement of the court to disagree in 
regard to those parts of the law that 
were not declared wuncenstitutional 
knocks the props from under the whole 
measure. The whole scheme of income 
taxation as devised by the last congress 
gets a black eye. 

The decision of the court is of such a 
character as to make the tax that can 
still be levied a very unjust one, and its 
collection will be bitterly resented by 
those on whom it falls. The men and 
the interests that have the largest abil- 
ity to pay the tax are permitted to es- 
cape under the court’s decision, while 
those on whom the tax still falis will 
feel that the attitude of the court justi- 
fies them in resenting the collection of 
the tax and in evading it by every means 
in their power. , 

Thus the action of the court has cre- 
ated an unfortunate hiatus in our reve- 
nue system. There is every reason to 
believe that the position in which the 
law is left will create a deficiency in 
the government revenues. Under ordi- 
nary circumstances such a deficiency as 
is here threatened would be met by 
calling an extra session of congress, 


An extra session ought to be called now, . 


so that the representatives whom the 
people have selected may have an op- 
portunify of providing ways and means. 
But it is given out from Washington 
that both Mr. Cleveland and Mr. Car- 
lisle are of the opinion that they can 
get along very well without an extra 
session. There was no need for the 
news companies to telegraph Mr. Car- 
lisle’s opinion, for the secretary’s think- 
ing apparatus has been so arranged that 
it keeps time day and night with: Mr. 
Cleveland’s views. 

There ought to be an extra session, 
but there will not be one. If there is a 


| deficiency it will serve as an excuse for 


$ | providing the Rothschild syndicate with 


a new batch of bonds.

and an extra session would be regarded 


by the Rothschild gang as a violation - 


of a contract. 

Yet if the people have any interest in 
this matter whatever—if the country 
bas not been sold opt to the gold gamb- 
Jers, lock,- stocki and | barrel—there 
ought to be an extra session, When 
there is an emergency the representa- 
tives of the people have a right to be 
heard. 

That part of the income tax law that 
has not been declared uneonstitutional 
by the supreme court has been effectu- 
ally discredited, and the revenue col- 
lectors will find it impossible to enforce 
it. Conseqnently there will be a def- 
icit in the treasury, and there ought to 
be an extra session of congress so as to 
prevent another issue of bonds.

The Kast and the West. 

The Boston Globe fills four columns 
With leilers froin prominent men in re- 
ply to the question: “Will there ever 
be a great war between the east and 
the west?” 

Dr. llart, professor of American his- 
tory in Harvard university, thinks that 
the two sections are commercially de- 
pendent upon-each other, and will be- 
come still more closely allied. He sees 
ho prospeét of another attempt to break 
up the union, and regards the question 
as a foolish one. 

On the other hand, General J. SS. 
Coxey says that there is now an irre- 
pressible conflict between the east and 
the west. Here is lis excited statement 
of the situation: 

The people of the east are in possession 
of the bonds and mortgages of the west and 
south, and back of those holdings they feel 
Secure, knowing that they have the law 
upon their side and with it the power to 
enforce the paymejiit after foreelosure by 
calling upon the sheriff to dispossess the 
people of their holdings. When he fails to 
do it they can then call upon the governor 
from him to the president of the 
United States. The peopte realize fully now 
thatthe president is simply using his pre. 
rogative as the agent of the money lenders 
of Kurope and the east, and that they are 
utterly powerless to do any thing to re- 
lease themselves from the money lenders’ 
grasp. They are fast giving up hope that 
anything can be accomplished through the 
ballot, and they will have to resort to 
the bullet. 

Mr. Kdward Atkinson, of Boston, 
agrees with Dr. Hart that the question is 
absurd. He expects occasional irrita- 
tion and small local outbreaks, but Re 
is confident that there will never be 
another conflict between the sections. 

The Rey. George C. Lorimer is on 
the same line. It is his idea that rapid 
transportation facilities and common in- 
terests will soon solidly unite all sec- 
tions in one harmonious whole. 

Dr. Van Elderen, editor of The Radi- 
eal, sides with General Coxey. He pre- 
dicts a war between fhe east and the 
West unless we return to bimetallism 
and adopt a policy less injurious to the 
west. 

Mr. George Rifley, a weil-known bank 
president, sees the closer union of the 
two sections in the near future and the 
increase of their mutual prosperity. 

Of the six answers to The Globe's 
question only two are in the affirmative, 
and they are from agitators who are no- 
toriously visionary in their ideas and in- 
temperate in their language. 

But why does The Globe ask such ab- 
surd questions and devote so much 
space to their discussion?

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


Four hundred dafly newspapers are pub- 
lished in Tokio, besides three hundred oth- 
er periodicals, None of them, however, 
reaches a large circulation, an issue of ten 
thousand being about the maximum, The 
combined circulation of all the dailies is 
supposed to be over three millions, while 
the weeklies and otper periodicals issue 
about haif a million copies, The press there 
had its origin in an amplification of the or- 
dinary advertising handbill, to which news 
and comments were gradually added, This 
paved the way to the establishment of the 
first daily in 1872, entitled The Mail and 
News, which was progressive and polemical, 
inviting governmental persecution, which it 


got, its editor being duly sent to prison, as‘° 


is the wont of the journalistic pioneer eve- 
rywhere. But the journal lived and thrived 
and others sprung up in abounding num- 
ber, so that now the institution there is a 
rooted and flourishing one, which the Jap- 
anese could no more get on without than 
their western brethren could do without 
their daily and unintermitted news supply. 
They have handsome illustrated papers and 
magazines, artistic and philosophical re- 
views, and even trade papers, organs of 
special industries and crafts, and appearing 
among them. So far they have hardly 
reached the highest western standards in 
any of these directions, but they have made 
surprisingly rapid progress, and there is no 
telling how far the nimble-witted and in- 
genious islanders may go. In another cen- 
tury they may be teaching the west lessons 
in art, letters and criticism, It is not likely, 
but with such an enterprising and energetic 
people everything is possible. 


The struggle between the electric or trol- 
ley railroads ana the steam railroads in 
Connecticut has become very sharp in the 
state legislature, The steam people are 
fearful of the competition of the electric 
people, fearful that the latter will take the 
greater portion both of passenger and the

Indeed, they did, and thus 
they threw hundreds of men out of employ- 
ment in Connecticut, besides reducing the 
price of horses. They did not care a copper 
how many stage drivers were knocked out 
by steam, or how many country inns were 
ruined by the rail, or how many stables 
were closed because animals were supersed- 
ed by engines—not a copper, so long as 
they drew their dividends and rose to the 
top of society. If they, in their turn, are 
injured by the electric people, they must

PALMER’S SELF-CONTRADICTION, 


Chairman Hinrichsen Shows That He 
Advocated Free Silver. 

Springfield, Ill, April 14.—Chairman Hin- 
richsen of the democratic state central com- 
mittee says Senator Palmer cannot read 
the committee out of the party. Mr. Hin- 
richsen says the call for a convention June 
4th was legal and proper, and he expects 
the democrats of the state to be represented 
in it. In reply to Senator Palmer's inter- 
view advising sound money democrats to 
have nothing to do with the forthcoming 
convention, Mr, Hinrichsen said: 

“If I had not been assured to the contra- 
ry I should suppose the interview to be bo- 
gus. The position assumed by the senator 
is so opposed to that he used to maintain 
that his friends will be surprised. He ques- 
tions. the right of the state committee to 
call this convention, but five years ago, 
when the committee assumed the right to 
submit the question of nominating a can- 
didate for United States senator to the peo- 
ple represented in the state convention, he 
thought it just the thing to do. Now the 
action of the state committee in 1590 was 
certainly as. great a stretch of power as 
was its action of last week. 

Palmer Quoted Against Himself. 

“You remember in 1892 we carried ban- 
ners in our procession inscribed with that 
famous expression of Senator, Palmers: 
‘The rights of the people are safe with the 
people.’ The words and sentiments of that 
expression found a response in the heart of 
every true democrat, and in calling on the 
democracy of the state to meet in conven- 
tion and instruct its leaders on tne great 
money question we had in mind the letter 
and the spirit of these words, the import of 
which Senator Palmer seems to have for- 
gotten. That he or any other true demo- 
crat should oppose tle submission of this 
question to the people seems beyond belief. 

“IT am glad, however, that the discussion 
of this matter has been openéd; it will give 
every man the opportunity to stand up and 
be counted. On one side appear those who 
are willing that the plain people of the 
state shall have something to say as to the 
party policy, and on the other those who 
believe in the making of a policy by a few 
men, giving it a party label and cramming 
it down the throats of the people, 

“Senator Palmer and some other gentle- 
men seem to take it for granted that the 
gold men of the party will be ruled out of 
the convention, They are wrong, All shades 
of democrats will have an equal show, ac- 
cording to numbers, in this popular assem- 
bly, and while I believe the silver men 
will have an overwhelming majority, yet 
if the gold men are the more numerous they 
will prevail. 

Says Palmer Indorsed Free Silver. 


“Senator Palmer’s position on the silver 
question at this time is another cause for 
surprise to his friends, It will be remem- 
bered that in 1891 Representative Thomas 
F. Ferns of Jerseyville introduced a resolu- 
tion in the house, instructing our United 
States senators to vote for the free coinage 
of silver, 


and it received the vote of every democrat 
in the house, This was the same legisla- 
ture that elected Senator Palmer to the po- 
sition he now occupies. The difficulty with 
me is, I suppose, that ] cannot keep up 
with these rapid changes in the minds of 
great men... 

‘‘The plan of holding the convention meets 
with general approval. I have received so 
many letters endorsing the action of the 
committee that I am more than ever con- 
vinced that we are on the right track. The 
objections to it come almost entirely from 
interested sourees and are so directly in 
conflict with the true spirit of democracy 
that they cannot affect public opinion on the 
subject. We have been in the habit of hold- 
ing our convention three or four months 
before the election, The platform built by 
a committee comes before the convention a 
medley of platitudes; the delegates, con- 
trolled by the candidates, accept these plat- 
itudes with little question, and the candi- 
dates, interpreting the generalities to suit 
themselves, fail to meet the wishes or ex- 
pectations of the péople. The state conven- 
tion to meet in June will not be hampered 
with the wishes of combinations of candi- 
dates. It will have but one object, and the 
interests of individuals will not be allow- 
od to interfere with the wishes of the peo- 
ple. , 

Only Issue Before the People. 

“The state committee in preparing for the 
campaign of 1896 found itself confronted 
with: the fact that on the only probable is- 
sue before the people the democratic party 
was by no means a unit, In starting a 
campaign of education it dared not assume 
that the party would take any one particu- 
lar position, consequently it determined to 
take the only true democratic course and 
to call on the party as a whole for instruc- 
tions, The convention in June will no doubt 
give such instructions and the campaign of 
education will be carried out on the lines 
laid down by the representatives of the 
party. The committee is proud of the course 
t has taken, for that course is thoroughly 
th democratic principles.’

cost them $500 to make the exhibit, as the 
fruit had to be kept from July till exhibited 
with ice. The advantage of the Georgia 
p2ach is that it can be put on the market 
in New York, Boston, Philadelphia, Cincin- 
nati and Chicago thirty days sooner than 
peaches from any other section, The Al- 
berta peach, now famous all over the land, 
is a ative Georgian, and is not only very 
luscious, but ships well. 

Mr. Sam Rumpn, of Macon county, ad- 
joining Houston county, made $50,000 one 
year on peaches. He misses two years and 
generally hits it the third year, 

While the peach is an uncertain crop in 
Georgia, when it does hit, it is a grand suc- 
cess,

The last issue ts worthy of study as a 
creation in newspaper art. It is filled with 
a pleasing variety of contents, illustra- 
tions, jokes, centinued stories, etc. There 
is nothing in it that does not touch upon 
telegraph operators’ work. 

Tne paper is pubhshed every Saturday 
night, after the men finish their work. 
Its appearance is looked forward to with 
interest by the operators, and the editors 
are contemplating an enlargement of the 
paper and making it a pretentious venture. 
As it stands, however, it is highly pleasing 
to its circle of readers.

The telegraph operator leads a fascinat- 
ing sort of life. The romance of the new 
world is a strorg 
element in the life 
he leads. He is in 
close touch with the 
latest happenings of 
the world. The great 
events of tre world 
pass through his 
hiands while they are 
still hot, and lIong 
before the public 
knows of them the 
operator has forgot- 
ten them. He touches 
the wire and there is a responsive click on 
the other side of the continent. 

Ore of the peculiar characteristics of op- 
erators’ lives are the friendships formed 
over the wires. I know an operator at 
the Atlanta end of the line who counts 
among his best friends a number of opera- 
tors whom he has never seen. For years 
he has‘talked with them over the wires, 
and struck up friendships. He Knows their 
characteristics, their pecullarities, their 
characters, in fact, just as well as he knows 
men with whom he has been in actual con- 
tact for years. 

“Why,” says he, “I think I could recog- 
nize them if I saw them. I once knew a 
fine operator over the wires. He was fidg- 
ety and nervous.*I put him down as a 
slightly built, ruddy-faced young fellow 
with red hair. I met him afterwards and 
I found that in every detail I had been 
correct.’”’ 

A more poetic phase of telegraph work is 
the courtships that not infrequently are 
struck up between young lady operators 
and young men operaurs. They meet 
over the wires, talk, get chummy, and the 
affair is carried on just as if the young 
people saw each other every day. Fre- 
quently these flirtations over the wires 
have resulted in matrimony. The operators 
will tell you that it is equally interesting 
to talk to a young lady over the wires as 
face to face. 

“There’s more to talk about,” they say, 
“and it’s easier to say it.’’ 


The night operators sea a great deal of 
the night life of the city, as they wend 
their way homeward 
at the hour of 32 
o'clock in the ' morn- 
ing.

He Was with the Whitecaps Who 
Murdered Henry Worley. 


PROCEEDINGS IN CGOURT YESTERDAY 


The Government Will Rest Their Case 
This Morning and the T'estimony tor 
the Defense Will Begin. 


Dr. E. O. Stafford, on the witness stand 
in -the*United States court yesterday after- 
noon, made the startling disclosure that 
between 800 and 1,000 citizens of north 
Georgia belonged to the whitecap organiza- 
tion at the time of Worley’s hanging. 

On account of the bold outrages perpe- 
traied by the gang the entire machinery 
of justice in that section of the country 
hed been influenced to such an extent 
as utterly to defeat the purposes of law 
and order,

E. 0. Stafford Declares That Nearly a 

Thousand Men Were in the Gang. 

Dr. BE. O. Stafford was brought back to 
the witness stand in the afternoon and 
Colonel Glenn resumed the cross-examina- 
tion. The witness stated that he found 
no bruises on the person of the first Mrs. 
Worley after her death. He was not led 
to make an investigation by what he had 
heard concerning Worley’s treatment of 
his wife. In regard to the whitecap out- 
rages they were brought about by vari- 
ous causes, but the chief one was that 
cf giving away stills to revenue officers. 

“Isn’t it true, doctor, that women have 
been whipped by the regulators?’ 

“Toes, Or. 3: 

“What reason was given by the gang 
for whipping helpless women?’’ 

“It was because they aided the revenue 
officers ard furnished information in ree 
gard to stills.’’ 

“Doctor, how many whitecaps would 
you say there were in your section of the 
country?” 

“Between 800 and 1,000.’’ 

‘Did they control the judicial! organiza- 
tion of the country?’’ 

“They did, sir.’’ 

“Did they control the grand jury?’ 

“I think they influenced the members of 
that body to a large extent, notwithstand- 
ing the jury was composed, in the main, 
of good, substantial men.” 

The witness denied that serious mise 
understanding existed between himself and 
Judge John Edmondson, of Murray county, 
or between himself and Jim McEntire. 

“Have these outrages been perpetrated 
upon good citizens?’’ 

‘In quite a number of cases.” 

Touching upon a different phase of the 
case Colonel Glenn next asked thé witness 
if he had ever told a man by the name 
ee Tyson that Worley killed his first 
wife. 

The witness replied that he had not. 

Questioned by the district attorney the 
witness stated that the whitecaps con- 
trolled the jury box. It was Impossible to 
bring about a prosecution of the gang on 
account of the terror which they inspired. 
The purpose of the organization was to 
resist revenue officers. 

Colonel Glenn objected to this last ques- 
tion unless it could be shown that the 
witness was a member of the organization. 
it was not like the questions he had put 
himself, a few minutes before, as to the 
cause of particular outrages. The objec- 
tion was sustained. 

“Doctor,” said the district attorney, “do 
you know the purpose of the whitecap 


organization from your own knowledge?’ | 


“My information, colonel, is based upon 

the confessions of men who have been 
with the gang.’ 

The district attorney argued the admis-

man ruled against it. The witness then 
came down from the stand. 

Butler’s Father-in-Law. 

Ben Hemphill, the next witness for the 
prosecution, testified that he had lived in 
‘Murray county since 1855. He was the 
father-in-law of Butler, one of the de- 
fandants. The witness remembered the 
Worley hanging. He was at home on the 
day before, and also the day after the 
hanging. The witness was the owner of 
two mules, four mares and one horse at 
the time. On the afternoon of the day 
after Worley’s hanging the witness went 
down to the postoffice. He subsequently 
had a conversation with Butler at his 
house. Butler asked him if he had heard 
anything about the Worley affair. The 
witness said he had not. Thereupon But- 
ler informed the witness that an effort 
had been made to hang Worley and that 
Worley had made his escape from. the 
gang. Butler said that, as far as he was 
— he had no desire to hurt Wor- 
ey. 

Nothing Against His Son. 

Colonel Glenn, on the cross-examination. 
wanted to know if the witness had recently 
made a visit to the jail. He replied that 
he had. He asked the witness if he had 
not introduced Jim Dixon to his son-in- 
law. He replied that he’ dia. 

‘Have you anything against your son-in- 
law, Mr. Hemphill?’ 

‘Nothing in the world.” 

“How does it happen that you are a 
witness for the prosecution?” 

The witness explained in a frank mapn- 
ner that he had talked to Dr. Stafford in 
a friendly way and that Dr. Stafford had 
informed the district attorney.

Marshal Dunlap was introduced at this 
juncture to identify a document making 
the appointment of W. J. Duncan as depu- 
ty marshal. 

Colonel Glenn, Sr., on the Stand.

He knew 
Butler and saw him about a week after the 
hanging at John Patterson’s store. The 
defendant told him about the hanging. Sev- 
eral men were at the store and the hang- 
ing of Worley was the topic of conversa- 
tion. The neighborhood was considerably 
stirred up on account of the affair. Butler 
admitted to the witness that he was in the 
crowd that went to Worley’s house dnd 
carried him off to Bloodtown. Butler also 
inquired of the witness whv had broken up 
his still. 

The Parson Made Whisky. 

Cross-examined by Colonel Glenn the 
witness stated that he knew Butler well. 
He had held quite a number of conversa- 
tions with Butler about farming matters 
and things in general. He was/not able to 
identify any particular conversation. The 
witness was not a member of the kuklux, 
He had worked in the blockade distillery 
business for about two years. 

How He Came to Testify. 

The witness first mentioned his conver- 
sation with Quarles to the district attor- 
ney. He had also talked about the case 
with Colonel Chapman, Mr. Rucker and 
Mr. Bell. The district attorney made no 
promises, but seemed to be in earnest and 
wanted to get at the truth. The witness 
knew Worley well. At intervals he had 
been in the blockade business nearly all 
his life. The witness knew nothing of the 
manner in which Worley treated his fam- 
ily. He thought he provided for them all 
right when he was sober. He was fre- 
quently, however, under the influence of 
liquor. Mrs. Worley had told the witness 
that Henry was always kind to her except 
when he was drunk. The family of the 
witness was now living in Rome.’ Colonel 
Glenn wanted to know if the witness was 
not living with a bad woman. He replied 
that he was not. The witness refused to 
angwer any questions in regard to his ac- 
quaintance with Hulda Bryant. 

The killing of Worley was the general 
topic of conversation at the store, Butler 
never said he was at the hanging, but the 
witness inferred it from his conversation. 
This was about a week after the killing. 
The witness had reported ten or twelve 
stills. He was determined to break up the 
business on account of the lawlessness pre- 
vailing in that section of the country. The 
witness was not a professional informer. 

In reply to a question from Colonel Ruck- 
er the witness stated that he had been 
whipped by the kuklux. The whitecaps 
had also whipped a number of women and 
children. The witness was whipped on the 
10th of November, 1893. 

Put Up Too Soon, 

Ex-Commissioner Hamilton, of 
Ga., was next put on the stand. He knew 
the defendants, Quarles and Butler. They 
lived about eighteen miles from him in 
Murray county. He was United States 
commissioner at the time of the hanging of 
Henry Worley. Commissioner Hamilton 
was introduced for the purpose of testify- 
ing as to what Henry Worley said at the 
time Higgins was tried. A point was raised 
in this connection by Colonel Glenn, who 
insisted that the prosecution had not proved 
enough for the introduction of Commis- 
sioner Hamilton. Judge Newman ruled 
that Colonel] Glenn was right, and the wit- 
ness was permitted to come down. 

Bramlett Tells His Story, 

Harris Bramlett, one of the avowed ring 
leaders of the whitecap organization, next 
took the stand. 

Bramlett testified that he had known 
Quarles and Butler for a number of years, ° 
He remembered the hanging of Worley. 
He was hung to a persimmon tree at Blood- 
town. Among those present were Quarles, 
Butler, Jim McEntire, Anse Black, Bob An- 
derson, Sonce Morrison, West Redd, Huse 
Nelson and others. 

“Where did the crowd meet that night?” 
asked Colonel Rucker. 

“At McEntire’s old sawmill.” 

It was nearly midnight when the party 
started for Worley’s house. On the way 
they passed in front of the house of Tom 
Burgess. Reaching Worley’s house, after 
getting directfons from his mother, they 
bound and secured their prisoner. They 
started for Bloodtown, about four miles 
distant. Worley was put on McEntire’s 
mule. After reaching the persimmon tree 
Worley was strung up, but effected his es- 
cape. 

“Butler Was the Captain.” 

“Who was the captain of the Ball Ground 
Whitecap Club?’ asked Colonel Rucker, 
the witness having given this as the name 
of one of the kuklux organizations.

they failed to find him. Questioned as to 
the purpose of the Ball Ground whitecap 
organization, the witness replied that it 
was organized for the purpose of whip- 
ping men who reported distillers and 
brought them into the United States court 
for trial. A subsequent meeting was held 
at the sawmill. Jim McEntire, Frank Gil- 
bert, Cris’ Mitchell, Anse Black, Tobe 
Smith and numerous others were present. 
The purpose of the meeting was to 
hang Worley. A disposition to back out 
was promptly checked by McEntire. It was 
charged that Worley had reported a num- 
ber of stills. Quarles was in the crowd. 
He had a bundle of check lines with him. 
He said that Worley had given them to 
him, McEntire stated at the meeting that 
Sonce Morrison informed him that Worley

The witness was unable to give the name 
of the captain of the Fort Mountain club. 
Searching for Worley. 


The witness was questioned in regard | 


to a search for Henry Worley prior to 
this time for reporting the stills of McEn- 
tire and Thornton. A party of men had 


was reporting stills and intended to report 
everybody. 
“I Helped To Murder Him.” 

Colonel Glenn wanted to know if the 
witness was not in the crowd that killed 
Worley. He admitted that he was one 
of the men. Colonel Glenn wanted to 
know if he did not shoot him down like 
a dog. He replied that he was simply one 
of the crowd. Colonel Glenn wanted to 
know how it happened that the witness 
Was a free man. The witness explained that 
he had a sick boy at home, and for: thfs 
reason he preferred to make a clean breast 
of everything. The witness had not been 
in the ‘habit of associating with negroes. 
He was not among the number of white- 
caps indicted in the -Gilmer superior 
court. 

No Deal with Colonel Glenn. 

The witness never tried to make a deal 
with the government. He never talked 
with Colonel Carter of Dr. Stafford. No 
one urged the witness. His boy was sick 
in the. woods and he determined that he 
would tell the truth. The witness came 
to Atlanta and the understanding with 
Colonel James was that he would not pros- 
ecute him if he told the truth. Colonel 
Glenn wanted to know if the hope of es- 
caping a prosecution did not induce him 
to make up a good story for the govern- 
ment. The witness denied that he was 
unduly influenced. The witness never sent 
a message to his wife by Anse Black. He 
sent a letter to her after he came to 
Atlanta, but never said anything to her 
about not talking until after he could have 
@ conversation with her. His wife came to 
Atlanta and had a conversation with the 
district attorney. Questioned by Colonel 
Glenn, the witness stated that he ageed 
to the hanging of Worley because he had 
reported stills in the neighborhood. 

“And yet,’’ said Colonel ‘Glenn, ‘‘you are 
a free man?’ 

“1 don’t know whether I am or not.” 

Reputation of Worley. 

In reply to a question, the witness stated 
that the whitecaps were uneasy because 
they had heard it rumored that Worley was 
going to appear against them in Gilmer 
superior court. The witness had known 
Worley for eighteen years. He was a bad 
man. It was rumored that he had killed 
his first wife. The witness could not say 
that Dixon was the man who tied the rope 
around Worley’s neck. Butler and Quarles 
were both at the hanging. The witness 
talked to both of them. Colonel Glenn, 
in’ order to test the witness’ memory, 
tried to get him to give the names of all 
the men to whom.-he talked. Butler was the 
captain of the gang. Some of the boys 
called him “‘Big Foot.’’ Henry. Worley was 
hung with his own check lines. The wit- 
ness declared that he had never tried to 
keep the case out of the state court. 

Dr. Stafford on the Stand, 

Dr. E. O. Stafford testified that he lived 
in Murray county. He had been a prac- 
ticing physician for over thirty years. 
He knew Henry Worley and attended his 
first wife during her last illness. He was 
kind to his wife and wept bitterly when 
she died. The witness lived about a mile 
from Quarles. He saw Quarles at his 
shop on Monday after the hanging. He 
seemed to have been severely hurt and was 
not able to do any work. He had ridden 
on Hemphill’s mule down in Colonel Car-

ter’s bottom and the mule had fallen down 
with him. Bloodtown is a place on Colonel 
Carter’s land. It was seven miles from 
where Butler lived. The witness knew 
that such a thing as the whitecap organiza- 
tion existed in Murray county. He knew 
nothing to connect Butler with the hang- 
ing. 
Cross-Examined. 

Questioned by Colonel Glenn, the wit- 
ness stated that he had taken considerable 
interest in breaking up the whitecap or- 
ganization. It was nothing more than he 
was bound to We as a good citizen. The 
witness thought Harris Bramé@ett was an 
immoral man, but knew nothing against his 
veracity. The witness never heard anything 
about Worley’s brutality until after his 
death. The witness could not say that 
Worley’s sorrow over his wife’s death was 
due to remorse. 

At this point the proceedings of the court 
were suspended. It was 2 o’clock by the 
timepiece on the walls of the courtroom 
and Judge Newman declared a recess until 
3:15 o’clock in the afternoon.

A Colored Saarper Who Collected Piles 
of Money from His People. 


FLEEGED THE SOUTH 


But Now He Has Skipped, and He Gas 
Cerried Away a Large Amount of 
Money Subscribed ior the Cause. 


HOW HE 


The colored people of the south have 
been fleeced. 

A wolf has been in the fold. Craftily, 
systematically, extensively he played upon 
the gullibility of his race. Like lambs led 
to the slaughter they fell easy victims to 
a scheme, which, it is thought, has taken 
from their pockets a large amount of 
money. 

A shrewd colored sharper did the work. 
He had a clever scheme and threw out a 
tempting bait. When the negroes heard 
that he came to advocate the movement 
against jim-crow cars they flocked about 
him.- He wanted money to answer an ap- 
peal in the United States supreme court, 
the result of which would affect materially 
the attitude of the railroads of the south 
toward the colored people. 

Bob Ingersoll had been engaged to argue 
the case. His fee and the fee of the other 
distinguished lawyers would amount to 
$10,000. The colored people of the south 
must contribute half. Georgia should 
come up with at least $2,000. It would 
terminate the cruel discrimination, and 
when once decided the colored people of 
the south, instead of being shoved off into 
a bobtail caboose, would enjoy fhe luxury 
and comfort of palace coaches. 

This was the sympathetic key the sharper 
struck. His Atlanta brethren danced to 
the music, They organized. ‘““THe Southern 
Movement of Anti-Separate Coach As- 
sociation” was formed in Atlanta. Sub- 
chapters were forming throughout the 
south. Bishop Turner and other digni- 
taries joined in the cause. It was the 
common theme among the elite of colgred 
aristocracy in Atlanta. Circulars were 
printed and distributed. Money came in. 
The sharper was delighted with the work 
and urged his people on to greater effort. 
But just in the midst of this glorious work 
the leader silently stole away. 

He Came from Hentucky. 


It was about the last week in February 
that-a well-dressed colored man put in his 
appearance in Atlanta. He wore a long 
coat, a high beaver hat, talked in a pomp- 
ous way and his grand manners put all the 
local stars into eclipse. He introduced 
himself to the most influential men of his 
race and showed them strong leiters ol 
endorsement from men whom they knew 
to be leaders in Kentucky. He handed 
out a small card with his name, “Z. W. 
Mitchell,” printed neatly on one side and 
his photograph stampéd on the other. 

He explained that he was the secretary 
of the state’ association in Kentucky. 
which had for its object the abolition of 
the jimecrow cars. The association was 
destined to do great good, as the case 
which was tried in Kentucky -in which 
Rev. W. A. Anderson sued the Louisville 
and }iashville road for $10,000, had been 
decided in favor of the plaintiff, but only 
a few. cents damage was allowed - him. 
Mitchell satd that it was the principle of 
the case and not the amount involved 
that counted, and that the road was going 
to take the case to the supreme court ol 
the United States for appeal. It was a 
test case that would determine the con- 
stitutionality of the custom that required 
the negro to occupy separate coaches, 
and it was to the interest of the colored 
people to have eminent counset there tc 
answer the appeal. 

In a speech delivered in a colored church 
in Atlanta Mitchell said that the case 
would come up a month ant that t Ken- 
tucky association had engaged Bob Inger. 
soil, ex-Governor Hoadiey and several other 
eminent men. They asked for a fee of 
$10,000 and the organization in Kentucky 
had taken the matter in hand with the 
purpose of raising the full amount. For 
this purpose Mitchell said that he had 
been asked to go out to,Georgia, where hc 
fwould form a similar association and 
work throughout Georgia and the adjaceni 
states. 

An Organization Was Formed. 


The Atlanta negroes heard this explana- 
‘tion of the case and entered into the work 
with great enthusiasm. A meeting was 
called for the purpose of perfecting an or- 
ganization. Many well known colored men 
met together and an election of officers

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was called for, resulting in the selection 
of H. A. Rucker, president; F. H. Crumb- 
ley, secretary, and Thaddis Tate, treas- 
urer. All the officers were highly respect- 
able men and the fact that they had head- 
ed the movement caused those who had 
held out before to put in their names. 

The association called itseif “The Ant 
Separate Coach League” and decided that 
they would make the eoffrt to raise the 
amount required for the employment of 
counsel to take the test case to the su- 
preme court. 

Mitchell made a speech. 

Bisho urner subscribed $100 to the or- 
ganization. 

be Called for Money. 

Circulars were sent out calling for sub- 
scriptions and in this way Mitchell is 
thought to have made a large amount 
of money. 

Mitchell had another method of swind- 
ling. He professed to be the representative 
of ithe house publishing the Africo-Ameri- 
can directory. In this would appear the 
hames and pictures of ail the prominent 
colored men in the United States. He was 
anxious to get the well-known men in 
Atlanta to place themselves in it. If they 
paid him $2.50 and gave him their pHoto 
he would see that they had proper men- 
tion and that their picture would appear 
in the big book. He recéived a number 
of names and at the same time the cash 
was turned over to him. One of his vic- 
tims was Reaves, a postal clerk. To him 
the sharper proposed that he buy a share 
in the concerh that was getting out the 
book. It was a splendid investment. So 
Reaves paid down $1,000, which he has lost 
entirely. 

The Fraud Exposed. 


Some of the best informed colored men 
became alarmed and decided to investigate 
the case. They knew that the organization 
was a fact, but as to the test case and the 
employment of counsel they were uncer- 
tain. So they wrote on.

Mitchell had also represented himself 
to be a member of the staff of The Mip- 
neapolis Tribune and a letter of inquiry 
was sent there. The reply came that no 
such man was known.

“This Is the Question That Will Be Inves- 
tigated at the Special Hearing Today. 


THE’ ASYLUM OR GALLOWS IN VIEW 


The Trisl Will Begin at Nine O’Clock, 
and Will Be Held in the Superior 
Courtroom. 


Alex Carr, the murderer of Captain H. 
QO. King, will be put on trial for lunacy 
this moring at 9 o'clock. 

The hearing will take place before a 
special jury sworn before Ordinary Cal- 
houn. it will rest for this jury to say 
after hearing evidence from a number of 
well known physicians, whether the con- 
demned man shall go to the gallows or 
whether he is a fit subject for the lunatic 
asylum, ~* 

Carr is very weak and it may be neces- 
sary to bring him into the courtroom on 
a@ litter. in appearance he has not chang- 
ed much since his trial before Judge 
Clarke. He gazes about with the same 
wild, haggard stare gives not the 
slightest indication from his facial ex- 
pression that he understands anything 
that is sajd or occurs about him. 

The murderer spent yesterday lying on 
his bunk in the small cage where he has 
been confined during ihe past two weeks. 
For the last week he has been in a semi- 
comatose condition, remaining stretched 
out at full length on the iron cot with his 
face buried in the biankets. Except for 
the regular undulation of the bed elothes, 
caused by his heavy breathing, it would 
seem that he was dead. 

Early yesterday merning he revived for 
a few minutes, looked abovt the cell and 
fell upon thé food which was beside him, 
and which he had neglected for twenty- 
four hours. He ate it hurriedly and ray- 
enously, as a wild beast would devour it’s 
prey. .When he had finished he turned to 
the cot and fell into the stupor again, 

He remained in this heavy sleep all day. 
Jailer Mardis called by his cell and looked 
in at Carr. é 

At the time the murderer’s iace was 
¢urned-up and his head rested on his arm. 
The jailer struck the iron bars loudly, 
with the idea of arousing him. But Carr 
would not stir. He called to the murderer 
and tried in various other ways to attract 
his attention, but without effect. 

“That is the way he remains most of 
the time,’’ said Mr, Mardis. “Il have had 
him in here now for several weeks with 
the purpose of learning his true condition, 
That is difficult to say. He lies that way 
@ll the time and is more like a dead man 
than anything else. He never raves, 1? 
have never heard him say anything or 
talk to anybody since I brought him here. 
When I tried to have his hair cut the 
other day, he resisted and it was necessary 
to held him. While one man cut his hair, 
it took three others to keep him quiet. 
It was the only sign af animation he has 
shown for a long while.”

Nearly Fitteon Handred Employed at 
the Grounds Yesterday. 


WORK ON THE WOMAN'S BUILDING 


It Will Be Begun with Striking Ceremo- 
nies This Mornirg—Other Expo- 
sition News. 


Fourteen hundred and fourteen men were 
at work on the exposition buildings and 


grounds yesterday. 

It was the fairest day of all the year and 
the ring of hammers resounded from hill 
to hill from early morning until night. An 
amazing amount of werk was accomplished 
during the day and the appearance of the 
grounds showed the signs of the workmen 
when night fell. 

The work is progressing at a most sat- 
isfactory rate. The buildings are fast 
looming up and the frame work of eight of 
the principal structures is already in the 
air. Work on tke electricity building is 
going ahead at a surprising rate, and if 
kept up the building will be completed with- 
in a month. The body of the structure is 
aiready up, the roofing is on and the paint- 
ers are at work. The flagstaffs have been 
hoisted on the building. There is a great 
amount of work to be done in the interior 
of the building yet, however. 

The manufactures building does not 
show as great evidences of work as the 
others on account of its great size, but a 
great deal of work has been done upon its 
foundations, which are now compiete. A 
good part of the framing has been put up. 
The frame work of the agricultural build- 
ing is about half up. The entire frame 
work of the fine arts building has been 
completed, the roof and skylights have 
been put on and the sides of the building 
are ready for the staff to be applied. 

Work on the negro building, the trans- 
portation building, the machinery building, 
the forestry building and the underground 
railroad has been pushed forward very rap- 
idly and the buildings are showing up well. 

Mr. Grant Wilkins spent the entire day 
on the grounds yesterday. He is overlook- 
ing all the details of the work, without the 
aid of an assistant, and carries in mind all 
of the intricate workings of the exposition. 
He is guarding the work with a watchful 
eye. Mr. Wilkins spends nearly all of his 
time on the grounds. 

Will Begin Today. 

Work will be commenced on the woman’s 
building this morning at 10 o’clock with 
formal ceremonies. The entire board of 
lady managers will be in attendance and 
the work will be formally begun by Mrs. 
Joseph Thompson, the president of the 
board. The exercises will be extremely in- 
teresting and a large crowd will be present. 
After the dirt is broken for the buflding 
the contractor, Mr. Heifner, will go ahead 
with the work of construction,

Mrs. Sherwood has a truly charming 
style. She is a wonderful conversationalist 
and is versatile to a remarkable extent. 
Several Atlantians heard her in Chicago, 
where she gives a series of readings every 
year, and all of them are enthusiastic in 
her praises. Mrs. Sherwood is a woman 
of striking personality and has an attrac- 
tiveness of manner that is in keeping 
with her splendid qualities of mind.

My 
good luck followed me in the fact that 
Mr. George P. Marsh, then minister to 
Rome, gave me letters to Sir Harry and 
Lady Verney, which opened to me their 
delightful country house, and I could go 
on forever. The American who has a 
good position at home is never snubbed if 
he brings good letters to London.”

The Well-Known Prohibitionist Dies 
in New York City.
